3 , The proposed amendment to claim 1 raises new issues that would require further consideration 
in the use of the language "consisting of with both the thermoplastic component and the impact 
modifier in a single claim. New claim 14 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration in that it does not read on the elected species ethylene/unsaturated epoxy containing 
copolymer and deletes acrylate from the core-shell polymer.
